4.  We  believe  that  these  ordinances  a rtf:  Firsts  Faith  in  the  Lord  Jesus 
Christ;  second,  Repentance;  third,  Baptismi^J4^imersi(':i  for  the  remis- 
sion of  sins;  fourth,  Laying  on  of  hands  fo^Pjjtf.Gift  of  the  Holy  Ghost. 

5.  We  believe  thata  manlnustbecalledof  Gdt|,  by  “prophecy, and  by 
the  laying  on  of  hands,”  by  those  who  are  in  authority,  to  preach  the 
Gospel  and  administer  in  the  ordinances  thereof. 

6.  We  believe  in  the  same  organization  that  existed  ir.  the  primitive 
church,  viz:  apostles,"  prophets,  pastors,  teachers,  evangelists,  etcr 

7.  We  believe  in  the  gift  of  tongues,  prophecy,  revelation,  visions,  heal- 
ing, interpretation  of  tongues,  etc. 

8.  We  believertho  Bible  to  be  the  word  of  God,  as  far  as  it  is  translated 
correctly;  ve  also  believe  the  Book  of  Mormon  to  be  the  word  of  God. 

9.  We  believe  all  that  God  has  revealed,  all  that  he  does  now  reveal, 
r .id  we  believe  that  he  will  yet  reveal  many  great  and  important  things 
pertaining  to  the  Kingdom  of  God. 

10.  We  believe  in  the  literal  gathering  of  Isi^el  and  in  the  restoration  of 
the  ten  tribes.  That  Zion  will  be  built  upon  this  continent.  That  Christ 
will  reign  personally  upon  the  earth*, and  that  the  earth  will  be  renewed 
and  receive  its  paradisic  glory.

13.  We  believe  in  being  honest,  true,  chaste,  benevolent,  virtuous,  and 
in  doing  good  to  all  men;  indeed,  we  may  say  that  we  follow  the  admoni- 
tion of  Paul,  “We  belie\#'all  th.'ngs,  we  hope  all  things;”  we  have  en- 
dured many  things,  audhope  to  V able  to  endure  all  things.  If  there  7s
